The —— to the Prime Minister yes- 
terday about the distress in London did not 
meet much encouragement. Lord Herschell 
and other members of the deputation urgei a 
Government Inquiry into the subject, although 
it is difficult to see what good this would do, 
secing that the Royal Commission for housing 
the poor has already reported on the main 
aspect of the question—that of overcrowding 
the large towns. It was also suggested that 
relief works should be started in different 
parts, offering employment at fair rates to 
residents in the district only; also that foreign 
paupers be excluded. Some of the deputa- 
tion favored state-aided emigration. Lord 
Salisbury was very severe on Cardinal Man- 
ning’s happy optimism advocating national 
workshops, and declared that any attempt of 
the State to step into the place of an ordinary 
employer would only result in more formida- 
ble, widespread and permanent evils than it 
was designed to remedy. He pointed out the 
practical difficulties of preventing the immi- 
gration of paupers. Foreigners, he said, did 
not come to England bearing the marks which 
enabled Americans to reject a certain number 
of immigrants, and it was worth some con- 
sideration whether after all they bear any 
large proportion to the total increase of Lon- 
don’s population. In other words, Salisbury 
refuses to act at all in the matter. 
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CALLAN AND HARKINS. 


The Alleged Irish-American Dynamiters on 
Trial at Newgate. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, February 2.—From 10 o’clock until 
4 yesterday afternoon Michael Harkins of 
Philadelphia and Thomas Callan of Lowell, 
Mass., faced a dozen jurymen of an alien race 
in the somber precincts of Old Bailey on trial, 
not for life or death, but for liberty or penal 
servitude. The atmosphere of the court-room 
was stifling, and Justice Sir Henry Hawkins 
did not seem to realize as well as 
Judge Barrett of New York that most 
windows admit, with a littie persuasion, 
of being opened. Stateliness and sober 
seriousness were the orderof the day. On 
the bench beside His Lordship sat the Sheriff of 
the city and several Aldermen, bedecked and 
bedizened in allthe multicolored bravery of 
their civic honors. With them sat the Second 
Secretary of the United States Legation, Mr. 
Chas. Phelvs, who, in accordance with the 
directions of the State Department, is watch- 
ing the progress of the case. 

The Judge smiled reassuringly towards the 
prisoners as they entered the pen. His man- 


ner towards them was fatherly—in fact, almost 


motherly—throughout the trial, but habitues 


ot the court inform me that this is only 


his little way, and that he is famed for

THE EVIDENCE. 

Throughout the weary day the police evl- 
dence, which has already been cabled to you, 
was repeated from the witness-box and every 
word of it written down by Justice Hawkins. 

But viewed in 
aggregate the evidence seemed strong enough 
to bring about a verdict against the prisoners 
t knowingly having in their possession and 
under their control explosive substances un- 
der such circumstances as to give rise to rea- 
sonable suspicion that they did not have it in 
their possession and under their control for 
any legal purpose. 

The story of the dynamite after Oallan's 
unsuccessful attempt to dump it down the 
closet became irresistibly humorous, and 
demonstrated the natural law that no atom 
can be effaced. After the plumber with great 
expense had cleared it out of the closet pipes, 
Mrs. Maria Bright, in whose semi-detached 
and wholly idyllic villa in Baxter road 
Callan was residing, could think of 
no better way of putting the rubbish 
out of the way than by dumping it 
notin herown butin the back yardof her 
next-door neighbor, Susannah Johns, whose 
son Charles Benjamin indulged in pigeon- 
keeping. Charles Benjamin seeing the nice 
white mortar, thought it would be good stuff 
for his pigeons to pick at, and thoughtfully 
put it in the stove to warm it first, with aston- 
ishing results. ‘‘Since then,’’ said Charles 
Benjamin, we have not had astove, and have 
been getting meats sent in from the cook-shop 
across the way.

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THE IRISH PILGRIMS. 


An Interesting Scene at the Vatican—The 
Irish National Church. 
Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch, 

ROMB, February 2.—Yesterday morning the 
Pope received the Irish pilgrims, numbering 
over three hundred persons, in the Vatican 
loggia. Archbishop Walsh of Dublin pre- 
sented the pilgrims and read an address. The 
Pope, who replied in Latin, said that he al- 
ways watched with the greatest care over the 
prosperity and peace of Ireland,as was proved 
by his encyclical addressed to the Irish 
Bishops and by his sending Mgr. Persico. His 
Holiness ended by saying that, ‘‘with moder- 
ation and respect ofthe laws, peace had been 
obtained with Germany. Why shall we not 
be successful in Ireland, employing the same 
means?“ 

All the pilgrims then received singly a kind 
word anda commemorative medal from the 
Pontiff together with his benediction. An 
offering was presented by the Irish Bishops to 
the Holy Father in the name of the whole Irish 
nation. 

At 4o’clock was laid the foundation stone at 
the Irish National Church, dedicated to St. 
Patrick, in the new quarter of Villa Ludovici. 
Archbishop Walsh officiated, placed the coins, 
medals, newspapers and parchment in 
the stone and then lowered it after 
biessing it and consecrating the whole 
site. Archbishop Ryan of Philadelphia 
preached the sermon, taking for his text: 
„And on this stone I shall build my church.“ 
He said that he came from a country where 
Irishmen were predominant, but that he came 
not to speak to the Irish alone, but to all. He 
alluded to St. Patrick, sent by the Pope 1416 
years ago to preach the gospel to Ireland, and 
said: ‘‘To-day from all parts of the globe 
Irishmen are here in spirit taking partin the 
consecration of our national church. He 
also referred in eloquent terms to Pagan Rome 


“and to the jubilee of the Pope, who is God’s 


Vicar on earth. Over a thousand persons, 
mostly ladies and pupils of the Irish and 
American College, were present. Ten Bishops 
and all the American dignitaries here likewise 
attended.

OTTAWA, Ontario, February 2.—Admiral 
Henage, who assumed command of the British 
fleet in the Pacific, has in his report to the 
British Government, called attention to the in 
efficiency and weakness of the squadron on 
the Pacific coast. As a result it is reported 
here that the Imperial Government have de- 
cided to add several vessels tothe Admiral’s 
command. His orders forthe coming season 
include a sharp lookout to see that the rights 
of British sealing vessels in Behring Sea are not 
interfered with in the future. When here the 
Admiral said that if he had been in command 
of the station when the several Oanadian 
schooners were seized by the United States 
cutter Corwin last year he would have given 
the Yankee cruiser a sample of what British 
justice was.

DE. HOLLIFIELD’S DEPARTURE. 


The Church Members Meet Last Night and 
Pay Him a Sincere Tribute. 


There was a very large attendance at the 
meeting held last evening by the members of 
the Grand Avenue Presbyterian Ohurch to 
take action upon the request of Dr. Hoillifield 
that his congregation unite with him in his 
prayer tothe Presbytery to dissolve his pas- 
toral relations with the church. The senti- 
ment of all present was one of sorrow and re- 
gret at the prospect of losing Dr. Hollifield. 


One of the members of the session offered a 
series of resolutions which, while recogniz- 
ing the value of their pastor’s services, 
and commending the great work done by him 
in the churoh, recommended that the congre- 
gation concurin his request for a release. 
Another member of the church immediately 
offed a substitute, providing thatthe congre- 
ation non-concur in the request, and, in the 
ong discussion which followed, touching and 
affectionate tributes were paid to Dr. Holli- 
fieid. Those who were in favor of concur- 
rence, as recommended by the session, urged 
upon the meeting the fact that non-concur- 
rence would be of no avail as Dr. Hollifield’s 
mind was made up to leave and that 
his decision was irrevocable, because he felt 
that in this climate his health would not per- 
mit him to longer bear the burdens of the po- 
sition. Yet even this unanswerable sug- 
gestion was insufficient to silence opposition, 
and when a vote was taken there was but a 
bare majority in favor of uniting with Dr. 
Hollifield in his request. 

It is not ng that his people love and 
esteem Dr. Hollifield, and are loth to part 
with him, for not only does he possess quali- 
ties calculated to endéar him to his congrega- 
tion, but his ministery also has been most 
successful. When he came to St. Louis he 
found a small congregation worshiping in a 
chapel. Now he speaks to a large concourse 
of people from the pulpit of one of the finest 
churches in thie city, Dr. Hollifield is a student 
and a thinker, and his sermons are of ave 
high order. While broad and liberal in h 
views, and original in his manner of present- 
ing religious truths, he is nevertheless en- 
tively orthodox, and his whole work 
has n marked by devotion, sincerity 
and Christian zeal. He goes from St. Louis to 
take charge of one of the leading churches in 
Newark, N. J., and will no doubt soon win for 
himself in the East the same high reputation 
that he now holds in the West. 

Not only the§church, but also the community 
at large, will miss Dr. Hollifield, and he can 
leave for his new and important field of labor 
with the full assurance that he carries with 
him the kind wishes and blessings of a multi- 
tude of friends.

PEInOR Cit, February 1.—Situated in the 
southwestern part of Missouri and fequidis- 
tant from the Kansas, Arkansas and Indian 
Territory lines is Peirce City, the metropolis 
of Lawrence County. Located in this specially 
rich and fertile county with large portions of 
the productive counties of Jasper, Newton 
and Barry tributary, it is not difficult to 
account. for the rapid growth of the town.

THE MERCED CANAL. 


Formal Opening of the Completed Work— 
A Great Engineering Feat. 


San FRancisoo, Oal., February 3.—The great 
Merced irrigation canal was formally opened 
yesterday in the presence of Gov. Watterman 
and many distinguished guests, The oration 
was delivered by the Hon. J.W. Breckenridge. 
The ceremonies took place five and a halt 
miles from the city of Merced, where the 
flood-gate was opened, and the valley, a mile 


square, converted into a sheet of water named 
Lake Yosemite. The canal was begun five 
years ago by Charles Orocker of railroad 
fame and C. H. 4 228 wheat - 
rower, and their sons. It cost $1,500,000. It 
s 27 miles long, 100 feet wide at the top, 70 at 
the bottom and 10 feet deep. It will ir- 
rigate 800,000 acres of the most fertile 
land in California. It receives an inexhausti- 
ble supply of water from the Merced River, 
flowing through the Yosemite Valley, which is 
supplied by the eternal snows of the Sierras. 
At a point two miles below the falls at Merced 
animmense dam raises the stream ten feet 
above its normal level. The great engineer- 
ing features of the work are two tunnels, one 
4,400 feet long, driven through the hill 
of solid rock, no supports ing neces- 
sary; the other 8, feet long, faced 
wit timbers. The dam across the 
valley near Merced contracted to form a 
reservoir is 400 feet tong. 275 feet wide and 54 
feet high. The level of the reservoir is ninet 
feet above the the city of Merced. Water will 
be conveyed therein large pipes. It is be- 
lieved the fall will be sufficient torun by 
water power flour millsand other manufactur- 
ing enterprises. Oolonies will be settled 
along the line ofthe canal, which is by all 
odds the most important enterprise of a sim- 
ilar character ever carried to a succcessful 
—— in Oalifornia, it not in the United 
tates. 


A RELIGIOUS WAR SETTLED. 


Miss Redwood’s Pupils Not Obliged to Re- 
peat the Lord’s Prayer.

Wrst SPRINGFIELD, Mass., February 2.—The 
action of Miss Redwood, the lately appointed 
teacher in the grammar school, who attempted 
to compel her pupils to rise during the morn- 
ing exercises and to repeat in chorus the 
Lord’s Prayer, has created a sensation here.

The School Commit 
tee is made up of Protestants. Miss Red wood 
is a bright little woman of perhaps 28. Her 
action does not appear to have been actuated 
by any deep religious sentiment 
bat it has been her custom to 80 
conduct her school exercises. She sald to the 
Posr- Disraron correspondent: 1 did not 
ask this for any self-reverence. I requested it 
simply as a matter of respect to the religious 
exercises of the rest of the pupils.

THE RAGE FOR SEALING-WAX, 


A Greuty Father Who Disappreved of Ite 
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Will Payin Texas-—-The Best Grass for 
me Interesting Facts 
and Figures. 


Paul Starritt of Houston, Tex., a gentioman 
having long experience and large interests in 
the cattle industry of Texas, arrived in the 
city this morning and registered at the South - 
ern. Toa Post-DisPaTou reporter Mr. Star- 
rite eald: The last cold -wave proved 
far more disastrous to the stock 
of Southern Texas than any that 
preceded it. The cold was very severe, but 
the deaths among cattle that resulted arose 
from the fact that the low temperature was 
preceded by a drizzling rain which wet the 
hair of all animals exposed to it, and the sud- 
den coldenap clad each cow in a coat of ice, 
and it wasthis fact that led to the great loss, 
in some cases amounting to 2% or 80 per cent 
of the herds. The loss was especially 
severe among the finer breeds, 
and among the cows in calf. The 
latter risk cannot be guarded against, but the 
former can, and if the loss recently incurred 
leads to an abandonment of the attempt, to 
raise high-grade grass-fed cattle in Texas, It 
will be worth to the state far more than it has 
cost. The experience of the past few years 
has proved that it was not carelessness and ig- 
norance that led the stockmen of Texas 
to confine themselves to breeding the 
long horn, but that the grazing country of our 
state is adapted to that grade of animal and to 
nothing else. Hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars have been spent during the last eight 
years in attempting to grade up the Texas 
stock. All breeds of fine cattle have been 
crossed with the longhorn, Herefords, Dur- 
hams, Devons, Polled-Angus, and even 
Holstein having been tried, but failure 
has always resulted except in cases 
where a change from grass n 
m feeding has been made, The success of 
the Northern ranges in inoreasing the weight 
of steers from three to four hundred pounds, 
led the Texas men to endeavor to do the same, 
but a long and thorough course of experiment 
has proved that on Texas grass the cattie 

WILL NOT PUT ON FLESH . 
as they do on the high plains. The difference 
lies in the nature of the grass, and also in the 
climate. Texas grass is thick, and resembles 
somewhat the blue grass of Kentucky, 
although far inferior, while the northern 
plains are cove with the buffalo 
oe mma’ grass, which, although 
not ay us 1 is far more nourishing, 

in fact the most fattening grazing in the 
world, with the exception of the famous 
bunch-grass of Utah and the Great Basin. But 
its principal advantage over Texas is the fact 
that it readily cureson the ground, making 
sviendid hay, while, the Texas grass either 
dries up, furnishing very poor feed, or is rot- 
ted by the rains, rendering it practieally use- 
less. Oattle fed upon it will not lay on flesh 
as the Northern berds do, and all attempts to 
grade up the range-stock have failed. 

The future of the Texas stock-growing in- 
dustry,’’ Mr. Starritt went on to say les in 
another direction. While cattle w { not fat- 
ten on the Southern ranges, these constitute 
the best breeding und in the country, a 
point in which the 4 ateau ranges, and espe- 
cially the those of the far North, are woefully 


deficient. 

A TEXAS YEARLING 
or two-year-old will fatten in the North and 
the loss of calves in Texas is ve small in- 
deed. No point has been made clearer by the 
event of the last few years than thatthe day 
for mixed herds, that is in herds, where cattle 
are bred, matured and fattened, has passed. 
The business has been divided into twodistinct 
departments, the breeding and the fatten- 
ing. In the former lies the future 
of Texas, and the cattlemen from all sections 
are beginning to see it and to work in concert. 
On the Northern ranges, where the loss of 
calves is immense, amounting in the best 
years to over 50 per cent, the cows and bulls 
are being sold off as rapidly as possible and 
the ranchmen devoting their attention entirely 
to fattening shipping steers. The Texas men, 
onthe other hand, are selling off all their 
steers and turning their Attention to 
breeding yearlings for the Colorado and 
Wyoming ranges, and 2-year-olds for 
the Montana and Dakota =stockmen, 
the =— severity of the cold in the far 
North requiring greases maturity in imported 
stock. In this way, and in no other, can 
ranching be made profitable, as the crowding 
of the pastures has brought the old régime to 
aclose. Butunderthe new system I believe 
that the profits will be greater than ever be- 
fore, although a larger capital will be re- 
quired. The subject o 

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA 
and Texas fever has been worn threadbare, 
but two pests that afflict the stockmen have 
seldom been mentioned, the heel fly and the 
loco weed. The former is confined to the dis- 
trict south of the Arkansas, and is only found 
in well-watered sections. This ay is 4 littie 
smaller than the common horsefiy, and ap- 
peara in April or May. It attacks the 
cattle in swarms, settling b preference 
in the hair around the fetlocks 
joint, although its sting can penetrate the 
skin anywhere. These insects drive the cattle 
perfectly mad, prevent them from feeding, 
and in some cases run them todeath. The 
loco weed is found all over the plains, and is 
particularly destructive to horses, although 
cattle are also affected. When seatén it sei- 
dom proves fatal, but has a very peculiar 
effect, affecting the Drain and renderin 
horses crazy. A ‘‘locoed’’ horse is never o 
much use, although its general health may 
not be affected, as the animal seems to have 
forgotten everything it ever knew, and can 
never be trained or thoroughly broken. I 
have seen splendid animals sold for a trifie 
after having eaten this weed, and the loss in 
the aggregate amounts to thousands of dol- 
lars annually.’’
